Pentagon  spokesman  Henry 
Catto  said  at  a  briefing  Thursday 
that  the  British  right  to  use  the 
U.S.  runway  on  Ascension  Is¬ 
land,  which  is  owned  by  Britain 
but  used  by  the  United  States, 
“carries  with  it  the  obligation  of 
the  United  States  to  provide  fuel 
needed  for  safe  continuation  of 
flight  of  the  aircraft  within  the 
limits  of  our  existing  capability  at 
the  airfield.” 

Catto  also  said  the  1962  agree¬ 
ment  provides  further  for  estab¬ 
lishment  by  Britain  “of  its  logis¬ 
tic,  administrative  or  operating 
facilities  at  the  airfield  in  the 
event  the  United  Kingdom  con¬ 
siders  additional  facilities  neces¬ 
sary  in  connection  with  use  of  the 
airfield  by  UK  military  aircraft.” 

Nothing  was  said  about  Britain 
establishing  fuel  dumps  or  other 
facilities  on  Ascension  Island  to 
service  its  fleet. 


Catto  said  he  is  “not  aware  of 
any  requests  for  logistics  assist¬ 
ance”  from  Britain.  At  the  same 
time  he  strengthened  the  im¬ 
pression  that  the  United  States 
was  attempting  to  keep  its  milit¬ 
ary  distance  from  the  Falkland 
Islands  area  when  he  said  that 
there  have  been  no  U.S.  photo 
reconnaissance  flights  in  the  re¬ 
gion.  The  only  plane  capable  of 
carrying  out  such  flights,  con¬ 
sidering  the  distances  involved, 
is  the  strategic  SR-71  Blackbird 
spy  plane. 

Asked  if  there  was  any  Soviet 
naval  activity  in  the  Falklands  re¬ 
gion,  Catto  said,  “Not  that  I  have 
seen.” 

On  Wednesday,  Great  Britain 
declared  a  200-mile  “war  zone” 
around  the  Falklands,  effective 
Monday,  saying  any  Argentine 
ship  in  the  area  is  subject  to 
attack  after  that  date.  Argentina 
responded  with  its  own  declara¬ 
tion  of  a  “South  Atlantic  theater 
of  operations”  in  the  same  area. 


LONDON  (AP)  —  Britain  declared 
Thursday  it  will  “shoot  first”  if  any  Argen¬ 
tine  ship  enters  its  war  zone  around  the 
Falkland  Islands,  hinted  British  sub¬ 
marines  already  were  prowling  the  area 
and  said  other  elements  of  its  armada 
probably  will  be  there  by  the  weekend. 

In  Buenos  Aires,  Foreign  Minister 
Nicanor  Costa  Mendez  said  he  has  “great 
faith”  a  peaceful  solution  to  the  dispute  can 
be  reached,  but  Argentina  is  ready  to  “re¬ 
pel  any  attack.”  His  comments  were  re¬ 
ported  by  the  official  Argentine  news 
agency  Telam. 

The  British  warning  sharply  compress¬ 
ed  the  timetable  for  reaching  a  diplomatic 
resolution  of  the  crisis,  escalated  the 
pressure  on  Argentina  to  withdraw  from 
the  British  colony  it  seized  and  compli¬ 
cated  the  peace-seeking  task  of  Secretary 
of  State  Alexander  M.  Haig  Jr. 

Haig,  who  called  Britain  “the  United 
States’  closest  ally  and  friend,”  met  for  an 
horn-  with  Foreign  Secretary  Francis  Pym 
and  conferred  with  Prime  Minister  Mar¬ 
garet  Thatcher  at  a  working  dinner. 

British  sources  said  the  leaders  met  in  a 


“serious  atmosphere,”  and  Thatcher  stuck 
to  her  position  that  Britain  will  not  negoti¬ 
ate  with  Argentina  unless  it  withdraws 
from  the  islands  as  demanded  by  the  U.N. 
Security  Council. 

Haig  will  fly  to  Buenos  Aires  today  to 
meet  leaders  of  Argentine’s  military  jun¬ 
ta.  He  is  accompanied  by  30  aides  and 
other  officials. 

Argentine  reservists  and  volunteers 
lined  up  for  possible  military  duty  against 
Britain.  In  a  decision  affecting  some 
120,000  men,  the  government  announced 
Wednesday  night  that  all  draftees  dis¬ 
charged  within  the  last  year  must  report. 
Thousands  of  volunteers  also  were  said  to 
have  shown  up. 

Pym,  in  a  special  broadcast  to  the  is¬ 
lands  on  the  British  Broadcasting  Corp.’s 
World  Service,  said:  “We  will  come  to  your 
aid  as  soon  as  we  can  —  we  hope  by  peace¬ 
ful  means.” 

Shortly  before  Haig’s  arrival  in  London 
on  a  two-stage  mission  that  will  also  take 
him  to  Argentina,  Defense  Secretary  John 
Nott  warned  that  British  warships  will 
fire  on  any  Argentine  vessel  entering  the 
blockade  zone  around  the  Falklands  that 


Britain  will  impose  beginning  Monday. 

“As  far  as  we  are  concerned,  we’ll  shoot 
first  if  any  Argentine  ship  comes  in,”  Nott 
told  ABC-TV  News.  “We  will  sink  them, 
certainly  within  the  200-mile  limit. 

The  British  Defense  Department  said 
the  armada  headed  for  the  Falklands  — 
250  miles  east  of  Argentina’s  southern  tip 
—  will  attack  not  just  warships,  but 
Argentine  merchant  vessels  found  within 
the  200-mile  war  zone,  whether  carrying 
supplies  or  troops. 

Nott  hinted  strongly  that  one  or  more  of 
Britain’s  nuclear-powered  hunter-killer 
submarines  already  were  in  the  waters 
around  the  Falklands,  the  remote 
archipelago  in  the  South  Atlantic  that 
Argentina  seized  Friday.  As  many  as  four 
of  Britain’s  six  Swiftsure-class  subs,  in¬ 
cluding  the  Superb,  are  off  the  Falklands 
or  soon  will  be,  sources  said.  Officially,  the 
navy  said  only  that  four  of  the  4,500-ton 
subs  are  “out  on  patrol.” 

A  naval  source  said  the  subs,  which  each 
carry  25  long-range  homing  torpedoes 
that  can  rip  a  big  ship  in  half,  can  “easily 
evade  the  Argentine  navy  and  outrun  any¬ 
thing  they’ve  got.” 


Mayors  join  in  opposition

Salt  Lake  County  mayors 
joined  seven  northern  Utah 
County  cities  Wednesday  in  an 
effort  to  convince  Central  Utah 
Project  officials  to  give  up 
plans  for  constructing  several 
waterways  through  Utah 
County  cities. 

Mark  Johnson,  secretary  of 
the  Timpanogos  Planning  and 
Water  Management  Agency, 
which  represents  the  seven 
Utah  County  cities,  said  the 
support  offered  by  Salt  Lake 
City  Mayor  Ted  Wilson  is, 
“pleasant,  but  not  surprising.” 

Alpine  Mayor  Don  A.  Christ¬ 
iansen,  chairman  of  the  Timpa¬ 
nogos  agency,  on  Wednesday 
presented  the  Central  Utah 
Water  Conservancy  District 
with  a  resolution  signed  by  12 
mayors  of  Utah  and  Salt  Lake 
counties. 


Directors  of  the  conservancy 
district  discussed  the  mayor’s 
request  in  closed-door  meet¬ 
ings  Thursday.  They  said  they 
hoped  to  find  a  solution  by  next 
month  to  the  problem  of  the 
proposed  waterways. 

As  part  of  the  overall  CUP, 
the  Bureau  of  Reclamation 
proposed  the  construction  of 
two  new  waterways  in  north¬ 
ern  Utah  County.  These  would 
take  water  from  Provo  Canyon 
to  Salt  Lake  County.  A  total  of 
four  waterways  would  even¬ 
tually  cut  through  the  north 
end  of  Utah  Valley. 

Johnson  said  that,  in  opposi¬ 
tion  to  this  plan,  the  seven 
Utah  County  cities  organized 
the  Timpanogos  Agency  to 
come  up  with  a  plan  of  their 
own  to  counter  the  federal 
plan.  Last  month  Lorin  Powell, 
engineer  for  the  Timpanogos 
Agency,  presented  a  plan  to 


the  conservancy  district  calling 
for  one  box  culvert  to  be  built. 
He  said  this  could  handle  all  of 
the  water  needed  to  be  trans¬ 
ported  into  Salt  Lake  County 
and  do  away  with  the  need  for 
several  water  systems. 

Powell  said  the  box  culvert 
would  be  cheaper  and  safer 
than  the  CUP  plans.  The  con¬ 
servancy  district  rejected  the 
plan  and  was  scheduled  to  open 
bids  for  their  proposal  early 
this  suhlmer. 

In  an  effort  to  delay  the  gov¬ 
ernment  plans,  Johnson  said 
the  agency  filed  suit  in  3rd  Dis¬ 
trict  Court.  The  suit  is  in  the 
name  of  Pleasant  Grove  and  is 
against  the  conservancy  dis¬ 
trict. 

Johnson  said  the  suit  will  not 
be  dropped,  even  though  the 
cause  of  the  northern  county 
cities  is  receiving  more  sup¬ 
port.  “We  will  not  drop  the  suit 


unless  they  agree  to  the  culvert 
system  or  another  acceptable 
proposal  is  presented  to  us.” 

The  Salt  Lake  County 
mayors  said  they  are  willing  to 
support  a  single  water  system 
in  northern  Utah  County  on  the 
condition  they  find  out  what 
the  extra  cost  will  be  to  their 
citizens.  Conservancy  district 
officials  say  that  if  their  propos¬ 
al  is  done  away  with  and  a  new 
one,  like  the  Timpanogos 
Agency’s  proposal,  is  adopted, 
there  will  be  a  delay  of  two  to 
four  years  and  increased  costs 
because  of  the  delay. 

Johnson  said  Wilson  indi¬ 
cated  several  months  ago  he 
was  concerned  with  the  Utah 
County  problem.  He  said, 
“Mayor  Wilson  said  if  he  were  a 
mayor  in  one  of  the  northern 
cities  he  would  be  very  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  effects  of  the 
project.”

Council  recommends  donation

The  ASBYU  Executive  Council  re¬ 
commended,  in  Tuesday’s  meeting,  that 
the  university  accept  a  donation  from 
the  excess  student  gift  funds  of  past 
years  to  the  $100  million  fund-raising 
campaign  initiated  by  BYU  last  week. 

The  council  voted  unanimously  to  don¬ 
ate  $40,000  from  excess  student  gift 
funds  to  the  $100  million  fund  drive. 
ASBYU  President  Kasey  Haws  told  the 
council  members  that  their  decision  was 
a  recommendation  to  the  university 


administration  and  not  a  student  gift 
proposal.  The  money  will  be  transferred 
from  ASBYU  student  gift  funds  to  the 
university. 

Future  ASBYU  attorney  generals 
will  be  compensated  for  their  work,  the 
council  also  decided,  and  will  receive  the 
same  payment  as  the  vice  presidents. 

Haws  said,  “We  have  determined  that 
the  attorney  general’s  duties  are  heavy 
and  easily  equal  to  that  of  the  vice  presi¬ 
dents.” 

The.  council  also  voted  to  appropriate 
funds  to  students  wishing  to  travel  to 


conventions.  The  BYU  Student  Health 
Advisory  Committee  asked  the  council 
for  adequate  funds  to  allow  two  repre¬ 
sentatives  to  travel  to  the  American  Col¬ 
lege  Health  Association  Convention  in 
Seattle  next  week.  The  council  voted, 
however,  to  match  $180  being  offered  by 
BYU  Student  Life  that  would  allow  only 
one  representative  to  travel. 

The  council  also  appropriated  $2,000 
to  be  used  to  hang  plaques  in  the  ELWC 
Memorial  Lounge,  honoring  servicemen 
who  died  in  action  during  the  Korean  and 
Vietnam  wars.

Balancing  the  budget,  Reaganomics,  where  and 
how  to  cut  the  national  defense  budget  and  nuclear 
waste  were  the  issues  talked  about  by  the  3rd  Con¬ 
gressional  District  candidates. 

In  a  debate  sponsored  by  the  ASBYU  Academics 
Office  and  the  College  Republicans,  the  candidates, 
Ray  Beckham,  Steve  Densley,  Lee  Farnsworth, 
Howard  Nielson,  Les  Titus  and  Amy  Valentine 
answered  questions  from  the  press  and  expressed 
their  views  Thursday  at  the  ELWC  Varsity 
Theater. 

All  the  candidates  defended  President  Reagan’s 
tax  cuts  and  his  views.  “We  need  to  maintain  a 
strong  defense,”  Densley  said.  Although  he  favors 
cutting  back  on  national  defense,  Densley  said  he 
would  not  do  it  now. 

“We  need  to  review  the  entire  budget,”  Farn¬ 
sworth  said,  “and  get  rid  of  the  waste  in  programs.  ” 
Reganomics  has  not  failed.  After  50  years  of  “tink¬ 
ering”  with  the  budget,  people  should  not  expect 
Reagan  to  turn  it  around  in  six  months,  he  said. 

“We’re  in  the  process  of  a  great  revolution,” 
Farnsworth  said.  The  Democrats  could  not  solve 
the  problem  and  are  mad  because  someone  has  a 
better  solution. 

Beckham  said  the  Democratic  Party  cannot  allow 
Reganomics  to  succeed,  because  they  would  loose 
their  power  in  government  for  the  next  40  years. 

The  problem  with  the  budget  is  people’s  reliance 
on  the  government  for  support,  Titus  said.  “I  think 
we  need  a  constitutional  amendment  to  balance  the 
budget.” 

If  the  national  defense  budget  were  to  be  cut 
now,  it  would  be  a  disaster,  Valentine  said.  Instead 
of  cutting  the  national  defense  budget,  there  should 
be  better  communication  with  other  countries,  she 
said. 

-“We  must  restore  international  respect  for  our 


country,”  Valentine  said. 

When  asked  about  the  threat  of  the  Soviet  Union 
and  nuclear  war,  Nielson  said:  “We  must  maintain 
our  strength.  We  need  to  define  our  obj  ectives  very 
clearly.”  He  said  the  United  States  has  to  let  other 
countries  know  its  interests  in  the  Western  Hemis¬ 
phere. 

Farnsworth  said  there  is  no  threat  of  nuclear  war 


unless  a  vital  interest  of  the  United  States  is 
threatened  by  the  Soviet  Union  and  vice  versa.  The 
United  States  is  vague  in  stating  its  vital  interests, 
he  said. 

Beckham  said  the  communist  blanket  is  spread¬ 
ing.  “There  are  Soviet  leaders  in  South  America,” 
and  the  United  States  must  realize  what  it  is  up 
against.

Following  a  rash  of  thefts  and  vandalism  at  Provo 
Municipal  Airport,  action  is  being  taken  to  provide 
additional  security  to  the  aircraft,  navigational  aids 
and  other  public  and  private  property,  according  to 
Neil  Lindberg,  airport  manager. 

During  February  and  March,  several  incidents  of 
fuel  theft  and  vandalism  occurred  to  aircraft,  Lind¬ 
berg  said.

When  the  BYU  baseball  team 
meets  Wyoming  for  the  home-season 
Western  Athletic  Conference  opener 
today,  it  will  try  to  hang  on  to  its 
no-loss  WAC  season  record  as  well  as 
its  “lucky”  status. 

Today’s  game  is  a  double-header 
starting  at  noon,  and  Saturday’s 
game  will  be  at  1  p.m. 

BYU  currently  has  a  5-0  WAC 
mark,  while  the  Cowboys  are  2-1  in 
the  WAC  coming  into  this  weekend’s 


“We’re  in  great  shape  .  .  .  we’ve 
played  three  times  this  week  already 
and  have  had  a  couple  of  days  to  rest 
up  and  lick  our  wounds,”  remarked 
BYU  coach  Gary  Pullins. 

The  Cougars  will  start  Joe  Whit- 
mer,  who  has  a  4-1  season  record,  in 
the  first  game  of  today’s  double- 
header. 

Scott  Neilsen,  who  has  compiled  a 
4-0  season  mark,  will  start  the  second 
game  of  the  double-header. 

Saturday  the  Cowboys  will  face 
Cougar  All-America  pitcher  Peter 
Kendrick.  Kendrick  has  posted  a  7-0 
win-loss  season  record  so  far. 

Pullins  said  the  Wyoming  series  is 
one  of  the  most  important  three-game 
series  of  the  season. 

“A  sweep  this  weekend  would  put 
us  in  the  driver’s  seat,  and  it  is  very 
possible  we  will  get  that  sweep  if  we 
go  Out  and  play  the  way  we  know  we 
can,”  said  Pullins. 

Wyoming  is  a  good  hitting  team 
that  can  score,  but  its  pitchers  are 


capable  rather  than  exceptional, 
according  to  Pullins. 

The  three  mainstay  pitchers  on 
Wyoming’s  club  are  Jeff  Fargo  (4-4), 
Dan  Neal  (3-2)  and  Brad  Davis  (3-1). 

Eric  Brock  has  been  hitting  well  for 
the  Cowboys  at  .408. 

It  will  be  back  to  a  run,  bunt  and 
steal  game  for  the  Cougars,  who  were 
able  to  employ  a  different  strategy 
than  usual  last  week  in  Colorado, 
where  the  wind  would  take  a  solid  hit 
out  of  the  ball  park. 

Since  returning  from  their  road 
trip,  the  Cougars  have  been  working 
on  both  offense  and  defense.  The  Cats 
are  planning  to  use  their  effective 
running  game  to  stop  the  Cowboys. 

Pullins  said  “pitching  out”  is  a 
minor  adjustment  in  strategy  that  he 
might  use  against  a  running  team  like 
the  Cowboys. 

BYU  wants  to  be  considered  a 
“lucky”  team  because  it  is  Pullins’  phi¬ 
losophy  that  a  championship  team  is 
both  good  and  lucky.

The  last  time  the  Cougars  tried  to  open  their 
1982  home  Western  Athletic  Conference  season 
was  back  on  March  30  ...  on  that  day  the  Cats- 
Utah  game  was  snowed  out. 

BYU  coach  Gary  Pullins  said  Wednesday  the 
Wyoming  series,  if  rained  or  snowed  out  today, 
will  force  both  teams  to  play  a  double-header  on 
Saturday.

After  bring  in  10th  place,  shooting  a  612  follow¬ 
ing  two  rounds,  the  Cougars  staged  a  strong  com¬ 
eback  the  final  day,  posting  a  300  for  a  912  total.

The  Cougars  will  next  see  action  April  26-28 
when  they  are  the  hosts  of  the  Region  VII  golf 
championships.

Having  a  famous  football  coach  for 
a  father  is  bound  to  have  some  influ¬ 
ence  on  a  person’s  life.

A  razzle-dazzle  program  of  musical  entertainment  was  demon¬ 
strated  by  a  combined  children’s  performing  company  for  BYU 
music  education  students  Wednesday  afternoon  in  the  Harris 
Fine  Arts  Center. 

“It’s  a  company  that  teaches  professional  music  skills,”  said 
Marie  Petersen,  director  and  instructor  of  the  group. 

Petersen,  who  has  taught  musical  performance  classes  for  15 
years,  told  BYU  students  about  her  two  children’s  performing 
groups,  which  are  organized  from  classes  she  teaches  in  several 
spots  along  the  Wasatch  front. 

She  said  the  two  groups,  “For  the  Fun  of  It”  and  “Carousel” 
provide  opportunities  for  instruction  in  singing,  dancing  and 
acting  for  their  young  members. 

“F or  the  Fun  of  It”  involves  about  200  children,  ranging  in  age 
from  4  to  10  years  old.  These  children  receive  class  instruction 
once  a  week,  and  each  member  is  given  the  opportunity  to  per¬ 
form  once  a  month.  The  large  group  is  broken  down  into  smaller 
sizes  and  combined  with  the  “Carousel”  company  for  perform¬ 
ances,  she  said. 

The  “Carousel”  company  has  more  performance  emphasis. 
Children  age  10  to  12  with  some  musical  experience  are  chosen 
from  a  tryout  and  work  together  to  learn  song  and  dance 
routines. 

Petersen,  along  with  an  assistant,  teaches  the  groups  old-time 
favorite  songs  with  “pizzaz,”  like  “Baby  Face”  and  “Oh,  You 
Beautiful  Doll.”  They  also  teach  the  choreography  to  go  along 
with  the  songs.  “So  far  it’s  been  a  one-woman  show  as  far  as 
putting  the  programs  together,”  she  said.  The  groups  perform  in 
a  variety  of  places  along  the  Wasatch  Front. 

“Usually  the  children  don’t  know  who  is  doing  a  solo  until  just 
before  showtime,”  she  said.  Because  of  this  flexibility,  the  chil¬ 
dren  get  used  to  performing  spontaneously  in  different  settings. 
Concert  numbers  are  also  announced  just  before  performances,
